Police seek to link arson and murder 


Shoigun found, linked to 
murder scene and linked 
to Richard Peter Marsack

The fire that destroyed the home of 


Terry and Jane Barr on July 4 was 
caused by anarsonist. The State Police 
Fire Marshall, Detective Sergeant 
Gwen White-Erickson, made the 
determination after a thorough 
investigation of the fire following the 
murder of Terry Barron Tuesday, July 
13. 

According to authorities, the fire 
was first thought to have started by a 
refrigerator in the home, Before the 
murder, the refrigerator was sent to 
the manufacturer to determine ifit was 


at fault. It was not. After further 
investigation authorities found 
evidence of a flammable liquid at the 
point of combustion in the home. 

The Crawford County Sheriff 
Department had requested that the 
passer-by who discovered and reported 
the fire come forward for questioning. 
He had reportedly discovered the fire 
at about 11 a.m. and had immediately 
contacted the Grayling Fire 
Department. 

Authorities are searching for a link 
between the fire and the murder of 
Barr nine days later. Barr was shot 


with a .12-gauge shotgun when he 
stopped his vehicle to remove a 
downed tree blocking his path on 
Wilcox Bridge Road on the morning 
of the 13th. He was on his way to work 
atthe Grayling DNR field-office where 
he worked as a public access site 
supervisor. 

Being held on the charge of first 
degree murder is Richard Peter 
Marsack, 43, of Gaylord, who was a 
DNR employee under Barr’s 
supervision. 

- The Michigan Arson Prevention 
Committee is offering a reward of up 

$5,000 for information leading te 
the arrest and conviction of the person 
or persons responsible for the fire. If 
you have information concerning the 
fire at the Barr residence, or any other 
fire, you are urged to call the toll free 
arson control number.

In a related development, the 
Crawford County Sheriff Department 
announced that a citizen tip they 


received led to the discovery of what | 


is believed to be the .12-guage shotgun 
used in the Barr murder. 

The weapon was discovered in 
Otsego County’s Hayes Township on 
Sunday, September 5, and, according 
to Lieutenant Jim Parker of the 
Crawford County Sheriff Department, 
has been positively identified as the 
gun that shot the shell casing found at 
the Barr murder scene. Ithasalso been 
postively: entifed as shaving been 


Cheboygan byRichard Peter Marsack. 
The weapon is now in the hands of the 
Michigan State Police Crime Lab. 

The preliminary examination for 
Marsack is set to resume on Friday, 
September 24, in the Crawford County 
Courthouse. 


Three vie for Grayling City Council seats

Three Grayling residents have filed 
petitions as candidates for two 
Grayling City Council vacancies, The 
election, to be held on Tuesday, 
November 2, will serve to fill the 
expired terms of councilmen Larry 
Akers and Allen Schreiner. 

Schreiner is retiring from duty with 
the city that spanned 21 years, first as 
city treasurer and later as a council 
member. Akers, 42, is seeking 
reelection to the seat that he has held 
since 1990, 


Also seeking election to the council 


are Roger Moshier, 45, and D. J. 
Brown, 47. 

Moshier was born within the 
Grayling city limits and has never 
lived anywhere else. He is the owner 
of Moshier’s Auto Repair. “I will 
listen to people’s concerns and try to 
help correct any problems they have, 
but I realize that one man does not 
make a whole council,” he said. 

Moshier said he is not interested in 
the council seat for any glory. He 
believes that everyone has a patriotic 


duty to serve in governmentand said if 
long-time residents don’t serve there 
is a danger that local governments can 
be dominated by downstate people. 
He expects his experience as a former 
member of the Crawford AuSable 
School Board wili be beneficial to him 
onthe city council. “Iam comfortable 
working within a chain of command 
and I know how to follow procedures,” 
he said. 

He said, “I’m afree thinker, I like to 
hear both sides of an issue before I 
make up my mind and I never think 
that changes can’t be made. Nothing 
is etched in stone.” 

Brown is the manager of Mac’s 
Drug Store, She has been a resident of 


the City of Grayling for five years and . 
has lived in Crawford County-for ten 
“years. 


During that time she has been very 
active in community service. In 1992 
she was chosen as the recipient of the 
“Citizen of the Year,” award from the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, She is currently the 
president of the local United Way 


organization and has been active in the 
chamber as a past board member. She 
is also a past president of the Grayling 
Promotional Association, and a board 
member of the Grayling Uptown 
Development Authority. 

“I believe a female perspective is 
essential to any governing body,” she 
said. “My business expertise and 
community involvement will be very 
important to me as a member of the 
city council.” 

Brown said she was very proud of 
the fact that she was the main organizer 
of therecent75th anniversary of Camp 
Grayling celebration.

Landfill amendment sent back to waste 
planning agency for review and rewrite

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners voted last Wednesday 
to send the proposed City 
Environmental Services (CES), 
landfill! amendment, back to the 
Northeast Michigan Solid Waste 
Planning Committee. 

The amendment to add nine new 
counties to the 17 that can currently 
dispose of their waste at the CES 
landfill was turned down by the 
commissioners at their August 
meeting. When it was reintroduced on 
Wednesday, confusion over proper 
procedures and legalities led to a 
motion to send the amendment back to 
the planning committee. 


Prior to that action, Commissioner 
Larry Mattis made a motion to accept 
the amendment with one change. He 
asked to have Manistee County 
dropped from the wording. 

Commissioner Robert Smock then 
said, “Before we vote on this I would 
like to see representatives from City 
Management, the DNR, and our legal 
counsel here. [am very uncomfortable 
with this vote.” Smock then made a 
motion to table the amendment which 
was voted down 3-2. 

Commissioner William Coy madea 
motion to abstain from voting but that 
motion died when it reccived no 
support. 

Chairman Dennis Long then asked 
for a roilcall vote but was interrupted 
by Smock who said, “I’m not voting 
on anything until I receive legal 
counsel,” 


Long called fora five minute mcess 
saying, “Talk to anyone you’d like, 
butiet me warn the board that I will not 
let technicalities get in the way of this 
issue. I won’t stand for it.” 

When the board reconvened, 
Chairman Long explained he had 
talked to the DNR in Lansing and they 
indicated the appropriate action was 
to send the amendment back to the 
county solid waste plannicg. scent, He 
then asked that the earier mavon to 
vote on the amendment be: ricinded 
and entertained a new motion to send 
the amendment back to the solid waste 
planning agent. 

Smock made the motion and it 
passed 5-0, 

Commissioner Robert McLachlan 
was absent from the mecting but did 


show up shortly after final action on- 
taken.

Deadline nears for 
fuelwood permits 


The Department of Natural 
Resources issued a reminder that 
permits for fuelwood from state forest 
land will be discontinued for the period 
of October 1, 1993, through March 31, 
1994, 

Permits issued through September 
30 will be valid for 90 days after the 
issuance date and will entitle 
permittees to gather up to five standard 
cords of wood. There is a $20 permit 
fee, with issuance dependent upon the 
availability of wood suitable for 
fuelwood purposes. All fuelwood 
collected must be from downed or 


designated trees only, must be for 
personal use, and is not to be resold or 
traded. 

Individuals who would like to obtain 
a fuelwood permit prior to October t 
should contact their loca! DNR Area 
Forest Manager regarding availability. 
Permits are issued for designated 
locations in which permittees must 
exercise care not to trespass on private 
property and mustprotect surrounding 
live trees from injury. 

Permit issuance will resume again 
on April 1, 1994, and continue through 
September 30, 1994,

Reuben Fine, director for the New 
York Center for Psychoanalytic 
Training is quoted saying: “I have 
recently had occasion to review the 
result of psychotherapy with
